PREFACE TO THE REPORT

Mr. Chairman, ladies and Gentlemen, 


The Annual Report for the year 1964 is presented for your 
consideration. Details will be found in the body of the report. The 
main items may be summarised as follows:- 


Population 
The estimated population shows an increase of 60 over the preceding 


year, and an increase of 280 since 1947, i.e. approximately 6 
There is an increasing population of elderly residents in the 
area. This reflects in a lower birth rate, and higher death rates. 


Births 

The general birth rate showed a small reduction over 1963. The number 
of illegitimate births were increased. On the other hand there were 
no still births. 


Deaths 

The general death rate was lower than 1963. There was an increase in 
infant deaths, but a decrease in deaths attributed to cancer and tuber- 
culosis. One accidental death was the same as for the preceding year. 


Infectious Diseases 

The incidence of infectious diseases was low during the year, only 

ten cases of measles being notified. Facilities for routine immunisation 
against diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus, poliomyelitis, smallpox 

and tuberculosis are available. 


Environmental Hygiene 
The question of sewage disposal is the only major sanitary problem in 
the district. 

The hygienic standard of consumer products, e.g. water, milk, 
ice-cream, etc., remains satisfactory. 

The housing programme is meeting the essential needs of the 
area. 


Conclusion 

I wish to thank the Public Health Inspector for his keen attention to 

everyday routine supervision of environmental health. Also the other 
officers of the Council, and the Members, for their continued courtesy 
and co-operation.

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The whole of the Urban Area is covered with a piped supply of 
water. The Pembrokeshire Water Board now control the supply which 
was formerly the water undertaking of the Fishguard and Goodwick 
Council. 


The sources of supply remain unchanged. Upland surface water 
and land springs are collected from the upper reaches of the River 
Gwaun at Pontygotty and Glyngarth, Llanychaer. 


The wate. gravitates from the collecting areas to the filtration 
plant at Penwallis, Fishguard, where filtration and treatment is 
carried out before discharge into the storage reservoir and distrib- 
ution mains. 


The capacity of the impounding reservoir at Glyngarth is approx- 
imately 1,000,000 gallons. 


The storage capacity at Penwailis is 200,000 gallons. 
The average daily consumption remains at about 250,000 gallons. 


The number of new premises connected to the water mains during 
the year was 22 


The number of services renewed - 32 


During the year 29 samples of water were taken from the service 
pipes for bacteriological examination. The Bacteriologist reported

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MILK SUPPLIES 


There are five main distributors of milk in the district and 
both pasturised and raw tuberculin tested milk may be obtained 
througheut the Urban Area. 


During the year 25 samples of milk were taken for bacteriological 
examination. The results w ere:-

ICH CREAM SUPPLIES 


There are 24 premises registered fer the sale of ice cream. 
All but three of these premises sell only prepacked ice cream from 
continuous freezers. 


There is one small ice cream factory situated at Tower Hill, 


Fishguard. This is a modem plant where a complete mix is manu- 
facturered and retailed locally. 
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Mobile vans also serve throughout the district. Some of 
these vans are equipped with instant freezers for the preparation of 
soft ice cream which is prepared by processing a prepared liquid mix. 


During the year 24 samples of ice cream were taken and submitted 
for examination. 


The Bacteriologist reported the following results:- 


Grade I - Highly satisfactory - 24 


BAKEHOUSES 


There are tnree bakehouses in the district where bread, pastries, 
cakes and confectionary are made. All have oil fired ovens. The 
standard of cleanliness maintained is satisfactory. 


BUTCHERS AND MEAT PURVEYORS 


There are seven butchers shops in the area where home killed 
and imported meat is sold. 


There is no slaughterhouse in the district. All home killed 
meat sold in the district is sleughtered and dressed at the Public 
Abattoir, Haverfordwest. The quality of the meat sold in the area 
is of a fairly high standard and a satisfactory standard of 
cleanliness is maintained. 


RETATL FOOD STORES 

There are 26 grocery and general food stores in the area. 
The majority of these stores are family businesses with living 
quarters at the rear and above the shop. All are equipped with 
adequate sanitary accommodation and washing facilities. 

CATERING ESTABLISHMENTS 

There are 16 establishments in the Urban Area where light 
meals are served. The general standard of cleanliness maintained 
is quite satisfactory. 

"UBLIC HOUSES AND LICENS 2D PREMISES 

There are 18 puplic houses and hotels in the area and 4 
registered clubs. There are also four off licenee premises in the 
district.

Household refuse is collected once weekly from all dwellings 
in the area. 

Trade refuse is collected weekly from business premises and a 
nominal charge is made to the traders for this service. 

There are litter baskets placed at frequent intervals throughout 
the area. These baskets are emptied daily. 

The main shopping centre is swept daily and streets off the main 
shopping centre are swept at frequent intervals. 

All refuse is disposed of by tipping on the moorland adjacent to 
Wern Road, Goodwick. Builders spoil, brickworks spoil and spoil from 
road works and excavations are used as surface dressing.

Most of these persons are capable of looking after themselves 
and have either near relatives who make frequent visits, or neighbours 
who keep an eye on them. 

It was found necessary to remove one elderly lady to hospital 
for care and attention during the year. 


‘Rodent Control 


Fifty two infestations were dealt with during the year. The 
sewers and refuse tip are periodically treated; the poisons used 
are Zine Phosphate, Arsenic and Warfarin. Private dwellings and 
business premises are treated by the use of Warfarin with an oatmeal 
base.

The Fishguard Harbour is controlled and administered by the 
British Railways Board. 

The shipping using the Port remains confined to coastwise traffic. 
Ships using the harbour ply between Ireland and this country. 
Sailings are made between Cork, Rosslare and Waterford, and Fishguard. 


Passenger Traffic 


There are normally three sailings each week between these ports. 
During the summer holiday season, the number of sailings is slightly 
increased. The number of passengers passing through the port during 
1964 was 305,955. 

The number of cars passing through the port was 28,541. 


Cargo Traffic. 
Imports - The principal import is livestock. 


There are excellent facilities at the port. All animals are 
rested, fed and waterel on arrival at the port and subjected to 
ee cation by the veterinary offices established at the port under the 
Ministry of Agriculture, Fisheries and Food.

There is no change in the source of water supplios to the 
port. This is from the private reservoir at Manorowen. 

Sampling of the water is carried out by the staff of the 
Laboratories, Swindon. 
: During the year eleven samples of water were taken at 
consumer level. The results of examination were satisfactory. 

During the year 189 visits were made to the slaughterhouses 
at the Harbour.

Inspection of Ships 


The ships using the port are periodically inspected, particular 
attention being given to the crews quarters and the galleys. A 
high standard of cleanliness is maintained and no action was required 
during the year. 

Twenty: eight inspections were made during the year. 

The general conditions of the crews quarters and food supplies 
are also subject to periodical inspection by the Inspectors of the 
Ministry of Transport. 


Rodent Control 


The rodent operatives of the British Railways Board make regular 
inspections of the Harbour, Wharves and Sheds and their services are 
available whenever required. 


Rodent Control of the Ships 


There are no facilities for the de-ratting of ships at Fishguard 
Harbour. The ships are inspected every four months and where found 
to be free of pests, are issued with rodent control exemption certif- 
icates. 


During the year seven rodent exemption certificates were issued. 


Refuse Collection and Disposal 


There is a weekly collection of refuse from the Harbour by the 
Local Authority. 

Refuse from the ships which can be disposed of by incineration 
is brought ashore and disposed of by burning together with the 
bedding, etc. from the lairages. 

Every effort is made to prevent the dumping of refuse into the 
Harbour and refuse disposal points are placed at frequent and convenient 
places on the decks. 

It was not found necessary to draw the attention of the Harbour- 
master to refuse in the tide during the year. 


Sewage Disposal 
Sewage is piped direct into the sea from an outfall at the 
Harbour extension. 
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
